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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification is objected to because the application does not contain a brief summary 
which does not adhere to 37 CFR 1.73 which states 

"A brief summary of the invention indicating its nature and substance, which may 
include a statement of the object of the invention, should precede the detailed 
description. Such summary should, when set forth, be commensurate with the invention 
as claimed and any object recited should be that of the invention as claimed. " 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

Claims 1-31, and 33-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed invention as a whole 
must accomplish a practical application. That is, it must produce a "useful, concrete and 
tangible result The examiner reads that the invention is not practical and do not create 
a tangible result. Claims 1-31 describe the algorithm in great detail however, a result is 
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not outputted until claim 32. Claims 1-31 describe the algorithm without computing a 
result making the claims not tangible and useless. Claims 33-46 are also rejected due to 
their dependency. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U. S.C. 11 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U. S. C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

Claim 21 contain the acronym "API". This claim is depending upon claim 1, 
however, claim 1 nor the specification describe what is meant by API in such a way to 
one skill in the relevant art would understand. The examiner requires the applicant to 
describe the acronym in the specification or include what is meant by API in parenthesis 
after the acronym. 

Claim 29 contain the acronym "RHS". This claim is depending upon claim 1, 
however, claim 1 nor the specification describe what is meant by RHS. The examiner 
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requires the applicant to describe the acronym in the specification or include what is 
meant by RHS in parenthesis after the acronym. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U. S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 3-6 refers to a reference that is not the 
applicants own work making the claims indefinite to particularly point out the applicant's 
invention. The applicant can not take credit for somebody else art and claim it as a 
piece of their own invention. By doing this the applicant realizes that the basis for 
rejection can be rejected under the art that is included in these claims.
